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Remarks 


During the week ending the 18th October,- 1947 in India 
(excluding East Punjab, Delhi Province, Bihar and West 
Bengal) and in tho Indian States shown in this statement, 
total number of deaths reoorded in 130 towns having a popu- 
lation of 30,000 and over was 0,528. The mid-year esti- 
mated population of theso towns was 12,939,121 and the 
death rate was 26" 2 per thousand of tho population. Births 
in the same towns numbered 9,944 giving a birth rate of 
39' 9 per thousand of the population. In India alone the 
corresponding birth and death rates were 40 - 5 and 27 - 0 
per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) India : — In India the following towns returned a 
high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

Pandliarpur (06 '9) ; Benares (62-1) ; Burhanpur (69 '7) ; 
Hinganghat (69-5) ; Budaun (65-2) ; Elliohpur (51-5) ; 
Palam-Cottah (60-0) and Etawah (50-3). The high death 
rates in all these towns excepting Pandharpur Hinganghat 
and Palam-Cottah were mainly due to deaths from fevers.

dysentery and diarrhoea accounted for tho highest number of 
deaths out of the six specified groups. In Palam-Cottah deaths 
from were mainly responsible for the high death rato in the 
town. 

In 114 towns in India there were 63 deaths from Cholera, 
7 deaths from small-pox and 12 deaths from plague. Of 
the deaths from oholera Palam-Cottah reeorded^lS ; Tinne- 
velly 7 ; Madura 5 ; Chanda and Kalyan 4 each ; Hinganghat 
and Tenali 3 each ; Cawnporo, Cmitoor andjTriohinopoly 2 
eaoh ; Etawah, Amraoti and Ahmednagar one eaoh. Of 
the deaths from smallpox Nagpur reoorded 3 ; Jubbidpore 
2 ; Satara and Vizagapatain one eaoh. Of the deaths from 
plague Bijapur reoorded 7 ; Luoknow, Belgaum, Satara, 
Coimbatore and Palghat one each. 

(B) Indian States. — Amongst the Indian States shown in the 
Statement there was no town whioh had a high death rato of 
50 or over per thousand of tho population. 

In 16 towns of the Indian States there was only one death 
from Cholera reoorded in Patiala City. Small-pox and plague 
wore sent during the week.
